DETROIT (AP) —A Detroit- 


area woman has sued a birth 
control pill maker, a doctor and 
a druggist for $770,000, charg- 
ing use of the pills caused seri- 
ous damage to her eyes. 


Mildred Dobbs and her hus- 


band, Herbert, of suburban Red- 
ford Township filed 
the suit 
| Thursday in Wayne County Cir- 
cuit Court. 


Named as defendants were 


the Syntex Corp. of the Repub- 
lic of Panama, Dr. Donald V. 
Hobbs of Detroit and druggist 
Fred L. Cook of Detroit. 


The suit asserts that use of 


Syntex birth control pills caused 
nearly total blindness in Mrs. 
Dobb's left eye and some dam- 
age in her right eye. 


In the suit, the 42-year-old 


mother of three says that she 
used the pill from August 1966 
until March 1967 when she 
awoke with near blindness in 
her left eye and swelling in her 
legs and abdomen. She said the 
eye injuries have been diag- 
nosed as permanent. 


The Dobbs are seeking $450,- 


000 from Syntex Corp., $170,000 
from Dr. Hobbs, who was said 
to have prescribed the pill, and 
$150,000 from Cook, who she 
said filled the prescription. 


The suit describes the pill as 


containing estrogen and proges- 
togcn hormones.

and declarer's chief problem is 
to guess how the unseen cards 
are distributed and adjust his 
play accordingly. In doing so, 
he naturally chooses the course 
of play that offers him the best 
chance of success. 


Here is a typical case. South 


is 
in 
six 
notrump, 
having 


jumped to two notrump (show- 
ing 13 to 15 points), which 
North, with 20 points, raises to 
six. West leads the queen of 
spades. 


A count of winners reveals 


that 
South has 
eleven sure 


tricks. He has two practical 
ways of acquiring a 
twelfth 


trick. 
One 
is 
to 
find 
the 


diamonds divided 3-3, in which 
case his fourth diamond be- 
comes a trick; the other is to 
find the hearts divided 3-3, in 
which case he can establish a 
twelfth trick by giving up a 
heart. 


The problem of which suit to 


play first is highly important. 
For example, if South starts by 
cashing three diamonds to see 
whether the suit is favorably 
divided, he goes down, however, 
this isn't the proper approach to 
the play. The correct suit to 
attack first is hearts. 


After winning the spade lead 


with the ace, the next play 
should be a low heart from both 
hands. Assume East wins the 
trick and returns a spade. 


South wins with the king and 


cashes the A-K of hearts to see 
how he stands. When the suit 
proves to be divided 3-3, his 
worries are over and he makes 
the rest of the tricks. 


But if it developes that the 


hearts are not favorably dis- 
tributed, South still has a 3-3 
diamond break (and possibly a 
squeeze) in reserve. 


The point is that by leading 


hearts first, South gets a chance 
to test his luck in both suits 
without risk, but if he starts 
with diamonds first, he can no 
longer take advantage of a 3-3 
heart break even if that division 
exists.

LANSING (AP) — Michigan 


enjoyed an income growth well 
above the 
average 
for 
the 


nation during the first quarter 
of the year, the State Office of 
Economic Expansion, reports. 


Personal income in Michigan 


was 4.8 per cent higher during 
.he first quarter of the year 
than during the fourth quarter 
of 1967. The U. S. average gain 
was 2.5 per cent. 


The income gain over the 


same quarter of last year was 
10 per cent. This compared with 


7.4 per cent national aver- 


age. 


The office termed the gains 


"most impressive" compared 
with the plateau periods of 
1967. 


The report qualified the en- 


thusiasm by saying that the 
recent federal surtax as well as 
other actions designed to "cool 
off" the national economy can 


be expected to hit Michigan as 
well as the rest of the country. 


All 
indicators, 
otherwise, 


pointed to a favorable growth 
year for the state's economy. 


Michigan's 10 per cent income 


gain in the year was above

State Economy Grows 
Faster Than Average 


LANSING (AP) — Michigan 


enjoyed an income growth well 
above 
the 
average 
for 
the 


nation during the first quarter 
of the year, the State Office of 
Economic Expansion reports. 


Personal income in Michigan 


was 4.8 per cent higher during 
Jie first quarter of the year 
,han during the fourth quarter 
of 1967. The U. S. average gain 
was 2.5 per cent. 


The income gain over the 


same quarter of last year was 
:0 per cent. This compared with 
a 7.4 per cent national aver- 
age. 


The office termed the gains 


'most impressive" 
compared 


with 
the plateau periods of 


1967. 


The report qualified the en- 


thusiasm by saying that the 
recent federal surtax as well as 
other actions designed to "cool 
off" the national economy can 


be expected to hit Michigan as 
well as the rest of the country. 


All 
indicators, 
otherwise, 


pointed to a favorable growth 
year for the state's economy. 


Michigan's 10 per cent income 


gain in the year was above 
gains 
of neighboring states. 


These included: Ohio, up 7.7 
per cent; Indiana, up 6.3 per 
cent; Illinois, up 6.3 per cent, 
and Wisconsin, up 6.8 per cent. 


The personal income rise was 


attributed mostly because the 
average hourly wage rates and 
number of hours worked were 
greater than last year. 


Auto and steel firms led the 


Michigan industries recovering 
from the plateau of the early 
part of last year.
